Is it wrong to contend that we should not all see things 
alike? This is only true of individuals but when we have at- 
tained to the Universal, we will contain all of the elements, 
so that we will be able to see from all points of view with 
equal ease, hence a partial view is only a stage in our evol- 
ution and is not to be taken as finale While this is true it 
is not to be understood that the individual is to be censured 
for his inability to see from the universal point. 

All great teachers have condemned all forms of psychic 
practicese The psychic communication with the Astral World, 
or all psychic activity through the Astral Body, is in the 
nature of communications with those powers that are in rebel- 
lion against Heaven; hence guch communications are prohibited. 

The true lfystic has ever sought the Truth through the in- 
tellect, and this is the real functioning of the Soul on the 
Path and is therefore the correct one. 

This also explains the war against sensation that is so 
powerful a factor in the training of a real student seeking 
Truth. 

As the sensations are through the body and the astral, 
they must, necessarily, be under control ere the seeker can 
hope to attain to enlightenment. The super-sentlent life is 
the life of the soul under guidance of Heaven. 

Whatever devends unon fecling is of the lower order and 
that which depends upon judgment is of the higher, or heavenly 
order. The use of discipline in spiritual training 1s to save 
the student from the dancer of being engulfed by the Astral, 
as it is absolutely necessary for the body, as well as the 
Astral, to be disciplined, so that it will obey the soul, and 
in this way only, can one be brought under the dominion of the 
Gods of Heavene The rampant sexuality and crimes that have 
been observed during recent years, is the result of the Astral 
and mundane powers seeking in this way to get such a firm hold 
on the people, that they will be able to dominate them and in 
this way prevent their returning through the Soul, to the ser- 
vice or Heavene 

Now, if the Earth through a separation of the Astral world 
from the Soul world, was isolated from the realms above, would 
not this bring about the very fallen condition that all relig- 
ions have claimed was the state of the Earth? And would not 
the salvation of the world be nothing more, nor less, than the 
reuniting of the Astral to the Soul World? Remember the An- 
clents called the Soul World, Heaven, and hence the fall from 
Heaven would be nothing else than the separation of the Astral 
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World from the Soul World, in the vibratory sense that I am 
here speaking of. 

The titanic struggles which we are witnessing at this 
time, are not the efforts of Evil to overthrow the Good, but 
rather the struggles of the Heavenly Powers to overthrow the evil 
that 1s on Earth now, and to recover possession of the world. 
It is the force of the Divine Good seeking to establish a new 
reign. 

It was in this vay that the upheavals of Nature were brought 
about, and the cataclysms that have resulted, have shaken the 
earth in a way that it is difficult for any one to conceive ofe 

Does not this show how that the whole creation is groaning 
and travailing in pain while waiting for their redemption? 

What are phenomena? The activities of the active force 
which we are unable to recognize and hence through the limita- 
tion of our senses, form an erroneous conclusion of them, tak- 
ing them for what they seem to us to be, instead of what they 
really aree 

The only distinction betwesn noumena and phenomena is that 
the former are things as they are and the latter are the same 
things as they seeu--hence the phenomena are real only we do 
not see them in their true charactere 

Life and form are two aspects of the same thing. The 
rhythm in vibration is the lire side and s in fact the act- 
ivity of the Spirit and this rhythm in the nature of things 
must organize a form, which is the natural expression of it- 
self. 

There can be no activity without the resultant form and 
this form is the instrument of that activity, hence active 
life cannot exist apart from a form. If there is no form 
there can be no spiritual activity. It is true that change is 
ever going, on in the life side and therefore a corresponding 
change must take place in the form side. The trouble is when 
the form is not changed and thus the manifestation of the life 
ls limited. Organization must, therefore, be a means unto the 
more perfect manifestation of the Spirit and when it is, the 
Spirit is able to perfect its operations and not otherwise.

That these treatises are here and there dropping suggest- 
ions which are unconsciously taken up by the mind and develop- 
ed into opinions altogether subversive of the true faith. 

Christos means the Anointed One. It was used by the 
Heathen Gnostics as the name for one whose Splrit had been 
anointed with the Universal Spirit. Again, it was employed as 
the term to indicate one whose Spirit, as the Higher Self, was 
guiding end illunining his lower self, hence anointing ite 
The anointing by the Universal Spirit was the highest mystery 
known to the Heathens. 

Now in the literal meaning of the word, the Hebrew Messiah, 
is the exact equivalent of the Greek Cnristos, meaning the 
Anointed One, but in Jewish theology it meant the one anointed 
with the Divine Spirit. Jesus was this Anointed one; hence the 
Christians, when speaking of Messiah, included in the term all 
that He was and is; that is, the Eternal fully manifested in 
the flesh and the mediatorial work which He 15 performing. In 
fact, He represented to their consciousness the entire key to 
the Divine Mysteries; whereas, Christos represented the consum- 
mation of the Natural Mysteries to the Greeks. 

But when the Christians began to use the Greek language, 
they translated Messiah into Christos, its literal equivalent 
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and at the same tine transformed to Christos all of the mystic- 
ism belonging to the nane Mescieh and did not accept anything 
connected with Christos, as used by the Greek Mystics. It makes 
all the difference in the world whether Christos is used by one 
understanding the Divine Mysteries, or one only understanding 
the false gnosis, as to the meaning to be attached to the terme 

Works written by those who have no understanding of the 
Divine Gnosis and who do not know considerable or the Natural 
Gnosis, but try to explain the Divine Gnosis by the light of 
the Natural, ere very misleading. The truth of the Natural and 
the Divine Lysteries inust reveal the confusion which has ever 
attended the uniting, of the two into onc. They must ever be 
recognized as two distinct systems and yet kept in perfect harm- 
onye 

Gnosticism did not accept any of the Canonical Gospels but 
only followed tne Pistis Sophie. Hence the Gnostics were not 
followers of the disciples of Christ in any sense whatever, but 
were an independent sect, who realized their teaching was not 
in the New Testament, and therefore they had to vrite a gosppl 
of their owne 

It is often claimed that the Gospel o? Ste John was a 
Gnostic production, but they never recognized it and it is not 
in accordance with their teachings in any sense whatsoevere 
Furthermore, four of the Pauline Epistles are directed against 
their teachings with such force that nony critics have contend- 
ed that they ere not authentic but were forjed later on for the 
specific purpose of attacking the Gnosis as they in hundreds 
of places are little short of a refutation of the doctrines of 
the Gnosise It is contended that the Gnosis arose in the 
Second Century and that these Epistles could not have been called 
out until it had becone a power in the theological field. Now 
this is wrong, for why should not Paul, having the prophetic 
vision, be able to see what was coming end write a letter which 
would show the heretical nature of the Gnosis before it was 
really taught, so that the Mystics would be able to see its 
false character as soon as it was put forthe It is evident that 
Paul and John were writing to coribat these views. 

As to the Hymn of the Robe of Glory, if one separates from 
it all thought of Christian Mysticism and realizes he is read- 
ing an account of the Drana of the Soul, showing its ultimate 
triumph over the lower nature, and the attainment of the com- 
plete union with God, and if he realizes that it is to attain 
this state as an individualization that the Spirit descends 
into matter, well and good, but if he thinks he is reading an 
esoteric description of the work of Jesus Christ, it could never 
be more misleading. 

In the sense in which the term Christ is employed in 
Christian Mysticism, it has no reference to the Human Spirite 
It is the state when one is the complete individualization of 
the cheracter and will of IHVH, when the Divine Union reached 
the state of complete realization, so that the man is God mani- 
fest in the flesh. 
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Now a Christ Child is one who is in the forming, one who 
is growing into this state. hen does one begin to evolve the 
Christ Life? Not until after he has invelved it end this in- 
volution begins at the time of his union with Jesus Christe 
Had He never have come into the world, there never could have 
been a Christ Child. No child in the physical sense is a 
Christ Child. It is not true to say that we are Christ children 
in an undeveloped state, for there is no Christed embryo in 
one until the time of his union with Christ. The Christ is on 
the Sixth Octave, while the Human Spirit is on the Fifth Octavee 

The ground principle of the Christian Religion is the Death 
and Resurrection of Christe This is taught in the Mysteries 
precisely the same as in the Exoteric Doctrine, only in the 
Mysteries the reason for the Crucifixion is made plein to the 
understanding of the Disciple, whereas, in the Exoteric Teach- 
ing, it must be taken as Faithe The true mystic is always ex- 
tremely orthodoxe 

Now the theology of the Gnostic Crucifixion is the reverse 
of this, teaching as it does that the Death of Christ was not 
real. The Death of Christ is the central point of the liyster- 
ies, for without it, He could never have reached the place where 
He could have become divine and therefore union with Him would 
not have brought man to God. 

Now it is advisable that the mystery of the soul sound be 
taught, but not that Christian Mysticism should be dragged down 
to the level of the Natural Mysteries ana that Christ the Sav- 
iour should become a mere symbol of the Scul of Mane The Life 
of Christ is a Drama which is to teach the Nysteries, and I be- 
lieve that every statement made in the Gospels actually trens- 
pirede God is able to have a drama acted out in real life and 
He did in this instance. 

Christ lived a life that teaches the mystery of Regenera- 
tion; however, it has no relation to the evolution of the soule 
It teaches the evolution of the Divine Nature. It is the Div- 
ine Mysteries and not the Natural Mysteries that are acted out 
by Christ. 

Another thing to be taken into consideration is the fact 
that the Gnostics and the Christian Ifystics differed in the 
fundamental issue of the Redemptione The Gnosis teaches that 
the evil from which we are to be freed, is the incarnation in 
form, while the Christian Mystics teach that the evil is the 
fact that the human spirit is out of tune with God; hence if 
we restore the original union, man can attain unto the state 
of perfection while in form and if this spiritual union is not 
restored, he will never be saved by leaving the forme The 3is- 
tinction is, therefore, fundamentale One party holds that 
existence in form is per se evil, and the pure spiritual state 
per se good, hence the throwing off of the body is the great- 
est possible gain, while the other holds that the evil is not 
in the body but in the spirit and thus that a free spirit with- 
out any of the lower vehicles will be just as much of a sinner 


and will require star just as much as a man living in the 
bodye 
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The Natural and Divine liysteries are two separate and dis- 
tinct systems of liysticism. In one the Esoteric Nature of the 
Kosmos is taught in ell its completeness without teaching any- 
thing, about the Absolute; while in the other the essence of the 
Absolute, His relation to man, and the Universe, anc the way 
by which man may attain Union with Him through Christ was 
taught, though very little is said relative to the constitution 
of Naturee

There is nothing more beautiful in life than real friend- 
ship, real comradeshipe In the passing last Spring of our dear 
friend, Geo. We Wiggs, there was a vacancy in our hearts, but 
the precious memory that He left with us, grows brighter and 
dearer each daye 

On March 2nd, 1939, just as the glorious rays of the set- 
tings sun illumined the sky, the spirit of a dear friend of Mr. 
Wiggs, took its flight and Delmar DeForest Bryant, poet and 
philosopher, bade his farewell and hastened to take his place 
among the starse 

Mre Bryant was an author of wide repute and a musician of 
note. He had devoted nearly his entire life to study and wrlt- 
ing of books on philosophy and religione Nine of his books were 
published 25 years agoe His three better known works are the 
TEN DIVINE SYMBOLS, THE ART OF ALCHEMY and THE LIGHT OF LIFE, 
all of which are now rare and much soushte As a scholar and 
author he was as well knovm in India and far countries as here, 

In the early part of his career Mr. Bryant distinguished 
himself as a teacher of mathematics, music, languages and 
philosophy and for many years gave his entire attention to the 
teaching of Occult Sciences and Literature. 

And versatile that he was, lir. Bryant did more than play 
the piano and write prose. He had a delightful touch for poet- 
ry, perhaps an inherited trait, as he was a cousin of William 

Cullen Bryant, the New England poet. 

Mr. Bryant was a menber of a prominent Kansas City family. 
He would have been 81 years old on April SOth, 1939. Two 
decades azo he knew world-wide fane as a lecturer and writer 
on philosophy and religione He always said of all the degrees 
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conferred upon hin, he prized most those given him by the Acad~ 
emy of Experience and the College of Hard Knockse He was laid 
to rest at Kincaid, Kansase 

Many were the happy hours that these two philosophers, 
George Wiggs and Delmar Bryant, spent to;ethere Each one 
possessed a ready and smiling humour. in thought and dreams 
they rode Persasus, and drank from the font of Inspiratione 
They lived in the Eternal and the nine Muses were their daily 
companionse The Heavens was their habitat and doubtless today, 
these two, are treading the beaten path on Mount Olympus. 

lire Bryant wrote a tribute to his friend George Wises, 
three days before he passed and handing it to his wife, stated, 
"It might just as well be for us both," and in several days the 
Veil was drawn for Delmar DeForest Bryant, and so in giving 
this tribute, as many of Kr. Wigess' friends personally knew 
Mr. Bryant, shall we say, as he hed expressed to his wife, that 
it is indeed to both.

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The descendin:; currents of spiritual vitality, the posi- 
tive fron Geourch and the negative from Chesed, pass diagonally 
to Netzach end hod, respectively and in so doing they cross 
each other in Tipharethe In doing so, also, they establish 
four paths, or fields of operation, or of reaction between 
themselves and Tipnaretn.e 

In this crossing or re-crossing of currents, just as 
Chokmah became positive to Binah, so Geburah is positive to 
Chesed and Netzach is positive to Hod. Not, therefore, that on 
the right side of the Tree there are two positives anc one 
negatives This has a special significance. In a rough way, 
the positive current seems to be from Kether thru Chokmah, 
Geburah and Netzacn to Yesod, ana the course of the negative 
is from Kether thru Binah, Chesed and Hoi to Yesode But this 
is all not quite accurate, for one of these sets is seen to 
be entirely positive to the other when comparing their individ- 
ual Sevhiroth--each to each--in their respective pairs. 

They constitute the plane of mind that deals with desire. 
There are two forms of mind that are mental; the others belong 
to the instinctive portion of the soul, the desire for which 
is Yesods The two forms are the desire to possess for possess- 
ion's sake, the centre for which 1s Netzach; and the desire 
for display, whose centre is Hoi. ‘Therefore, they extract 
from the dowm-flowin,; currents of spiritual vitality the apt- 
itudes anl attributes which manifest as suche The forces of 
one give rise to selfishness in ell of its forms; those of the 
other give rise to vanity and pride in all of their various 
species. In Yesod are located all those inferior forces that 
regulate what is comnonly called vitality; they are all instinct- 
ive and not associated with self-consciousness, until they be- 
Ein to operate with Hod and Netzache The souls of the highest 
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animals have a perfect Yesod and are besinnins to manifest an 
embryonic form of self consciousness. 

Astrologically, Netzach's planet is Venus; it should follow 
from this that the qualities relate to Love, Victory and to the 
Harveste Venus is the Lady of Love ani Beauty with the power 
of bestowing her beauty ana charm on others. The whole inplica- 
tion of this Sephira is of love but love of a sexual naturee 
Rose is the flover of this Sephira and Red Sandel the perfume. 
Benzoin is a perfume of Venus also. 

The Sephir Yetzirah calls Ketzach "THE OCCULT INTELLIGENCE", 
its colour is Green, ieriveáà rror the union of the blue and 
yellow or Chesed an2 Tiphareth. 

Hod, Splendour, the Sphere of liercury. All of its symbols 
are liercurial in quality. It will be helpful to the student 
if he remembers that the sphere of Hod represents on a very 
much lower plane sinilar qualities to those obtaining in 
Chokmahe 

Of Netzach and Hod, the seventh ani eighth Sephiras, the 
Zohar soliloquizes that b; Victory and Splendour is meant ex- 
tension, multiplication and force; because all of the forces 
which were born in the universe went out of their bosome 

Hod'a plant is Moly, and its vegetable crug Anhaloniun 
Lewinii, which causes, when taken internally, colour rings, 
and of an intellectual nature, enhancing self-analysis. Its 
perfume is Storax and its Jewel is the Opal; its colour is 
orange, derived from the Red of Berurah ani the Yellow of 
Tipharethe Its Yetsiratic title bein; THE ABSOLUTE OR PERFECT 
INTELLIGENCE.

YESOD: 

Netzach and Hod result in Yesod, the Foundation, complet- 
ing, the series of Three Trindse  Accordin; to Elphaz Levi and 
Madame Blavatsky, Yesod is the Astral Plane, which being 
passive and reflecting the energies fron above, is Lunar even 
as the Noon reflects the Light rrom the Sun. 

The Astral Light is an omnipresent and all-permeating 
fluid or medium of extremely subtle natter, or substance in a 
highly tenuous state, magnetic in constitution, which is the 
model upon which the physical world is built. The Zohar tells 
us that "Everythin,; shall return to its foundation from which 
it proceeded. All marrow, seed and energy are gathered in this 
place. Hence all the potentialities that exist go out through 
thise" 
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The general conception of Yesod is change with stability. 
Some refer to Yesod as the Soul of the World. Jung calls it 
The Collective Unconscious. Its perfume is Jasmine, also a 
sexual excitant; the plants are Mandrake and Tamianee The 
colour is purple» Its Sepher Yetsirah title is THE PURE OR 
CLEAN INTELLIGENCE. 

According to occult tradition the Moon is a dead, yet living 
body, whose particles are full of active and destructive life 
and is of potent. magical powere We shall study this Sephira 
later when we enter upon the deeper study of the Paths. 


DAATH: 


We have now to describe one more Sephira, which has been 
spoken of as a pseudo- or false Sephira. This latter manifests 
after the unfoldment of Chesed and Coburah have made consider- 
able progress. It is not usually shown on the simple forms 
of the Tree, because it is not met with until evolution is far 
advanced; it is not really an emanation; however, when it does 
appear, it acts in a manner somewhat similar to the real Seph- 
lroth, which explains its qualification by the prefix pscudo-. 

When placed on the Tree, it is shown on the Path of Gimel 
and in such a position that the Paths of Gimel, Heh, and Zayin 
pass through ite It is normally shown as the centre point of 
the rectangle formed oy Chokmah-Binah and Chesed and Geburah. 
All of these points are of great symbolic importance, for the 
destiny of the develcping Tiphereth is to rise along the Path 
of Gimel, and occupy the position temporarily held by Daath, 
which thereupon disappears. 

Daath is sometimes spoken of as a window through which 
the Light of the Supernal Triad illumines the human conscious- 
nesSe 


MALKUTE: 
Malkuth--the Kingdom, is the universe, entire creation, the 
work and mirror of God, the proof of supreme reason. Pendant 
to the system of three Triads, and synthesizing all the former 
numbers is Ilalkuth, the tenth Sephira. The world of four ele- 
ments, matter in its entirety, and all the forms perceived by 
our five senses, summing up in cyrstallization the former nine 
digits or series of idease 

Isaac liyer suggests that Malkuth is considered by Kaballists 
as the executive energy or power of Binah, the Holy Spirit, or 
the Upper Mother. The Zohar implies that the real Divine Pre- 
sence is allocated to Binah, whence it never descends, but that 
the Shechinah in Lalkuth is a Daughter of the Great Supernal 
Mother. The Sepher Yetsirah denominates Malkuth ag THE RE- 
SPLENDENT INTELLIGENCE. 

Malkuth 1s the material universe, the kingdom of matter 
composed of Fire, Water, Air and Earth. It is really the mani- 
festation of God in matter, the material aspect of the Creator 
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and the reflection of His Spirit in the World in which we 
live. Its perfume is Dittany of Crete, because of the heavy 
clouds of dense smoke given off by this incensee Jte solours 
are Citrine, Olive, Russet and Black.

Easter should mean reverence for newly awakened life. In 
the spring, nature is quickening to the higher rays of the sun, 
unfolding to a new expression after its life currents have been 
congealed by a long, frigid winter climate. Likewise, Easter 
should mean the worship of a risen Lord, not the worship of a 
saviour dying upon a cross. All life manifests upon the cross 
of duality, spirit and matter, fire and water, active and pass- 
ive, masculine and feminine, positive and negative. 

All nature, from the atom to the constellation, and from 
protoplasm to chromosome, is revealed as the result of the in- 
teraction of dual forces, a nucleus with counter-force surround- 
ing. 

The cross is one of tne oldest symbols known to mankind. 
In one of the most ancient manuscripts, the "Book of Dzyan", 
from which many of the older countries derived their sacred 
scriptures, there is given a key to the universe in symbols. 
The first, the circle, |  , represents infinite space. The 
next, the dot in the circle, @), represents the first different- 
iation in space, the neumenon of manifestation. In the next, 
the dot has elongated into a line within the circle, © , 
symbolizing Mother-Nature within the absolute infinitude. 

When the horizontal line 1s intersected by the vertical line,CD, 
the mundane cross nppears,--humanity as we know it in its 

origin of the perfect Third Root-racee It also means the 

sexes have been separated. 

When the cross has no circumference, --+ , man has fallen 
into matter; the fourth Root-race has evolved. Thus the cross 
antedates the flood. It appears in the ancient liystery teach- 
ings; in the initiations, the neophyte was placed upon the 
cruciform couch and there he lay in a trance until the sun's 
rays fell directly across and awakened him to his own divinity 
as a son of the Sun. For six centuries after the Christian 
era began, the cross did not appear as a Christian symbol. 

The crucifixion of Jesus may have been gleaned from these 
old initiation dramas, for upon the authority of St. Irenaeus, 
Bishop of Lyons, Jesus lived to an old age according to the 
testimony of the Apostles themselvese Other stories have it 
that he was stoned to death. This does not in any way detract 
from the immense sacrifice of His life to lift humanity and to 
serve and nid all forms of life. Before each of us lies the 
task of living upon the cross of materiality as never before. 
China is upon the cross; Spain is upon the cross; the people of 
Germany and Italy are upon the cross; Civilization hangs upon 
the cross of going on or of being lost in the .:-elstrom of 
chaotic forces. Will Good prevail or will this cycle of civil- 
ization end in destruction, Nature adjusting us for a new round? 
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Our hope lies in the great movements to bring humanity 
into a oneoness, which every Saviour has envisioned. There 
are many lovely organizations which are sacrificing all to the 
expression of common Brotherhood. Cooperation is the key-note; 
the uniting of the spiritual forces 1s the greatest power for 
Good whfch the planet has. Let each one of us be alert, be 
self-sacrificing, be cooperative to the highest degree.
